conditions. The work of the new truant 
or attendance officer will not be difficult. 
The Board will take steps to have every 
pupil vaccinated before November 1. The 
work of the schools is progressing in satis- 
factory manner under the supervision of 
Principal Martin and his corps of efficient 
teachers. 


A newspaper controversy growing out of 


the Justice Potter matter has given lise 
to false rumors concerning the attitude of 
prominent Republican leaders 
in 
the 


county, for which one of the county seat 
papers is responsible. The Republican 
advised that Potter vindicate his charac- 
ter or retire, whereupon the Intelligencer 
intimated that the party paper here had 
taken this ground in conformance with or- 
ders from the powers taht be in order that 
Judge Yerkes' vote in this county might 
be increased. It is this allegation that it 
ia a matter of interest to all Republicans. 
There is no truth in the story. 
While 


some of the party leaders do not approve 
of Justice Potter's course they are not 
working secretly or publicly for Judge 
Yerkea.

The Bucks County Bar Association los 


an esteemed member on Friday, when 
Paul E. Applebacb, Esq., one of the lead 
ingDemocratio lawyers at the county seat 
died suddenly of heart disease in Fhila 
delohia. His death was not unexpected 
as he had been ill a long time, but thecir 
cumstanees attending it were distressini 
from the fact that Mr. Applebach droppec 
dead on the street at night and it wasseve 
ral hours before his relatives could be not 
ifled. 
Mr. Applebach was a member 


an old and highly respected family, th 
progenitors of which settled here 
ii 


1770. He was a son of William and Saral 
(Walp) Applebach and was born near Ap 
plebaohsville, Haycock 
township, 
thi 


countv, on February 8, 1854. His ances- 
tors were natives of Qermany. One o 
them, Daniel, owned considerable lam 
near Applesbachville many years ago, am 
was appointed a Justice of the Peace b 
Oov. George Wolf which commission h 
held until his death in 1852. 


Paul H. Appelbach received his primar 


education in the public schools and late 
attended the Keystone State 
Norma 


School, graduating in 1874. For a Urn 
before and after his graduation he taugh 
school, becoming Principal of the Thir 
Ward school in Allentown, and later wa 
Principal of the High School of Hnmmels 
town, Dauphin county, which position h 
resigned to take the place of Superinten 
dent of the public schools at Cape Ma 
Court House. Mr. Applebnclf studied la 
with Hon. Barman Yerkes, of Doylestown 
now President Judge of the Courts. 
He 


was admitted to the Bar on April 6, 1880, 
and to the Supreme Court in 1883. In the 
Fall of 1891 he was elected District At- 
torney and entered upon his duties in Jan- 
uary of 1892. Mr. Applebach was a con- 
vincing speaker and a determined oppo- 
nent in conducting his cases both as Dis- 
trict Attorney and private counsel. 
His 


most celebrated-case in the former capaci- 
ty was the Burt murder trial, which he 
conducted with ability. He was honored 
by the Democratic party with election as 
delegate to the National Convention in '96, 
and placed Judge Yerkes in nomination 
for the Supreme Court at the last Demo- 
cratic convention. Had big health been 
good he would have become more promi- 
nent in his party. In local affairs Mr. Ap- 
ple bach was identified with several organ- 
ization*. He -was one of 'the founders and 
Directors of the Doylestown Trust Com- 


-•hool, and provides further that the prin-, 
. ipnl of the school, among others, shall be 
compelled to enfoice the above provision 
and that in case of failure to do so, the 
irincipal shall be liable to a fine of not 
ess than five nor more than fifty dollars 
or each offence. 
It is the clear duty of 


,he teachers to refuse admission to those 
vho have not been vaccinated. In Phila- 
delphia has cjmmenced what promises to 
>e a serious epidemic ot smallpox. Every 
precaution is being taken in that city to 
irevent the spread of the disease, yet the 
lealth authorities admit the impossibility 
of stamping it out before spring. 
The 


disease may not spread to this section, yet 
,he legal precaution of vaccination is ob- 
igotory upon all. In regard to the school, 
whether the directors or parents believe in 
vaccination or not has no bearing upon 
the case. It ia regarded by the highest 
medical authorities as a preventative, and 
t can certainly do no harm. Be good cit- 
zens. Obey the law. Be vaccinated. 


As the election day draws near some 


speculation is heard as to the advisability 
of supporting the Republican ticket, es- 
pecially for Judge of the Supreme Court. 
Kith every concession to Judge Yerkes' 
capacity as a lawyer and as Judge of the 
county court, and his honesty as a man, 
there is still no reason why any Republi- 


sbould support him. Before 
his 


election to the bench he was regarded as 
the leading Democratic politician of the 
county. He has always been an ardent 
partisan and during his occupancy of his 
present position has taken the keenest in- 
terest in party affairs. 
It is generally be- 


lieved that duiing this period he has quiet- 
ly directed the management of the affairs 
of the Dpmocratic party and been its real 
head in Bucks county. The Republican 
bar of the county has generallly been held 
accountable for his previous election. 
Many members of the Republican party 
are sorry for their course at that time and 
will not repeat the offence. 
It is neces- 


sary in order to insure the integrity of the 
Republican party in Bucks and to assist 
in the election of the county ticket that 
every Republican support the whole ticket 
at this time. The Republican nominees 
for Treasurer, Charles O. Knight, and for 
Register, Harvey D. Fellman, are gener- 
ally conceded to be fit for these offices and 
worthy of and entitled to election. Do 
not endanger their chances this time by 
encouraging defections from the Republi- 
can ranks and support of any portion of 
the Democratic ticket.

Neither the 
Sunday school or Epworth League bus 
pledged any stipulated amount, but as 
joth these organisations are important 
'actors in all eflorts wherein the raising of 
money is concei ned, it would not be sur- 
prising if at the end of the year it was 
;ound that the amount raised will aggre- 
gate $1500. 


Extensive Riilraad Improvements. 
With the securing of the right of way 


through the Jefl erson Land Association's 
tract, which ban been obtained, the Penn- 
sylvania Railrond Company has secured all 
the land necessary to carry on the proposed 
impiovements in Bristol in connection 
with the straightening of the tracks. 


In avoiding the present curve at this 


point, the road will deviate from the pres- 
ent route at a point near the Bristol Ceme- 
tery and go in a straight line through the 
Simons estate, the Howell property, along 
the Mill Pond, nnd Garden street, through 
the Jefferson Land Association's tract, 
and Iredell's property, where a juncture 
will be made wi th the present tracks, above 
the Hollow bridge. 


The present passenger station will be 


abandoned, and a handsome modern one 
built on Pine street at a point where Gar- 
den street would cross If the latter were 
extended. All traffic, both freight and 
passenger, will be over the new route, 
which will comprise four elevated tracks. 
No trains will be run over tbe old tracks 
except that which is necessary to accom- 
modate the freight business of the factor- 
ies and local trade. Freight cars Intend- 
ed for Bristol will be cut out above Bristol 
and brought in by the switch engine over 
the present tracks which will be used as 
sidings. 


As all the necessary rights of way have 


been obtained, it is not likely that the 
work of tbe proposed improvements will 
be lonfc delayed. 


Concerning Vaccination. 


At the meeting of the Bristol Board of 


Health on Monday evening it was agreed 
that a circular be issued requesting the 
citizens of this borough to be vaccinated 
owing to the prevalence of smallpox in 
Philadelphia und in other neighboring 
towns. Upon investigation it has been 
found a large number, perhaps one half, 
of the children of the borough have not 
been vaccinated at all and many adults 
not since infancy. The last few years an 
opinion seems to have been prevailing that 
it is unnecessary as smallpox was uncom- 
mon and there was but little risk in tak- 
ing it, overlooking the fact that the only 
reason the disease is rare is that prior to 
twenty years ago vaccination was univer- 
sally practiced and it always has been ob- 
ligatory where large collections of people 
were kept toget her as in the armies, pub- 
lic institutions, many schools, etc. A year 
or more 030 the, employees of the London 
post office department were all vaccinat- 
ed, about 10,500. on account of the pre- 
valence of smallpox then in that city. 
No case of the disease appeared although 
the carriers must have been daily brought 
into contact with it. It has been contend- 
ed that vaccination is not absolutely pro- 
tective and the reply is the disease itself 
Is not either for it is within the recollec- 
tion of many in this town of a man dying 
with samllpox after having an attack of 
the aame diseane the preceding year and 
another man in Bensalem a few years be- 
fore that died in his third attack. Isolat- 
ed oases do not disprove the fact that one 
of the molt fatal and repulsive diseu 
has been almost banished from the face of 
the earth by the discovery of Jenner and 
tbe only reason it has not been entirely so 
U that a few people, neglect tbe proper 
precaution. 


At the directors' meeting of the New- 


town National Bank held on Tuesday hist, 
Evan T. Worth Ington, was elected a mem- 
ber of tbe board to fill tbe vacancy caused 
by the death of Pemberton Hutobinson. 


Complain of Trolley Work. 


Work on the Otter street trolley is pro- 


gressing rapidly. The road is now com- 
pleted to a point below the ice plant and 
the work of reconstruction is being push- 
ed with unabated vigor. 
Considerable 


complaint is being made by tbe people of 
Otter street over the unwarranted eleva- 
tion of the road in many places. It would 
seem from observation, that the survey 
was made with the intention of leveling 
the track, but without thought as to tbe 
crown of the road. In front of Mohican 
Hall and extending as far down as Swain 
street the track is unreaxonably high. 
When the road bed is filled in and round- 
ed off the wagons driving over it will in- 
cline at an uncomfortable angle and the 
dirt be pushed toward the gutter. 
It 


would be well for the street committee to 
investigate this complaint and if the trol- 
ley company is at fault, have the track 
lowered before the trolley line is put in 
operation. 


Anniversary Celebration. 


At the meeting of Fidelity Council, No. 


21, Jr. O. U. A. M., held on last Thursday 
evening it was decided to hold an old fash- 
ioned anniversary celebration on Thanks- 
giving Day, when the Council will reach 
its nineteenth birthday. From the time 
of its institution until its fifteenth birth- 
day the Council never failed to celebrate 
its anniversary. Tbe most important fea- 
ture in connection with these anniversary 
celebations was a turkey supper, which 
was followed by an entertainment and 
dance. So popular did these celebrations 
become and the membership of the Coun- 
cil multiplied so fast, that the ircreased 
attendance at the anniversaries occasioned 
thereby made it a serious problem for the 
committee to provide accommodations 
and at last the supper was abandoned. 
This year it is proposed to celebrate the 
anniversary in the old fashioned way. The 
supper will be held in the bonquettmg 
room under the postoffice and at its con- 
clusion an entertainment is to be held in 
the lodge room above. The wives and 
lady friends of the members are to be in- 
vited. 


Bristol Case Before Synod,

the Bristol Presbyterian Church, by print- 
ing the following extracts from a letter 
received by me Sunday morning from a 
member of the Synod in Pittsburg: "Af- 
ter a strenuous eftort on the part of Dr. 
Alison the Session felt it would be better 
to withdraw the complaint against the ac- 
tion of Presbytrey. * * * I congratu- 
late yon and your friends on being vindi- 
cated in your own church, as you deserve 
to be. The Session worked hard through 
the Synod, and I am informed that after a 
long consideration the Judicial committee 
decided to dismiss the complaint, but that 
a fiiend of Dr. Alison's was allowed to 
pursuade him to withdraw the complaint, 
instead of having it dismissed.

The Pleasures of Dying. 


A convention of learned medical men

And this final ease- 


ment, it must be understood, comes to 
all men and women quite apart from any 
religious consolation which may be be- 
stowed, since it follows after. Poysioians 
who have watched with tbe analytical eye 
of the professional at hundreds of death- 
beds have noted that the silent act of 


shuffling off this mortal coil" was a pro- 


cess painless and easy; officers in battle 
are on record as affirming that the last 
moments of dying soldiers were absolutely 
without pain. 
From the great mass of 


corroborative testimony, it is clearly dem- 
onstrated that the approach of every crea- 
ture's fate brirgs with it a kindly prepara- 
tion of blissful dreaminess. The1 very last 
sensation in this world is then one of joy, 
and not, as most persons believe, excru- 
ciating pain.—Metropolitan Magazine.

made an elective one—tbe decision that 
hat piece of legislation is unconstitution- 
al places a new phase 'on the political 
contest now Hearing the close.

cision has not caused any great consterna- 
tion in the Republican camp. 
On the 


contrary, the leaders assert that the elim- 
ination of the Tax Board feature concen-

would otherwise have been. Certain it is 
that during the remaining days and nights 
of the campaign the strongest possible 
efforts will be made to defeat District At- 
torney Rothermel and to elect the regular 
nominee of tbe Republicans, John Wea- 
ver.

Pennsylvania, In accord- 
ance with tho provisions ot the eighteenth arti- 
cle thereof. 
Amendment One to Article Eight, Section One. 
Add at the end ot the first paragraph of sa d 
section, alter the words "shall be entitled to 
vote at all elections," the words "subject bow- 
ever to such laws requiring and regulating the 
registration of electors as the General Assembly 
umy enact," so that the said gectiou shall read 
as follows: 
Section 1. Qualifications of Electors. Every 
male citizen twenty-one years ot age, possessing 
the following qualifications, shall be entitled to 
vote at all elections, subject however to such 
laws inquiring and regulating the registration of 
electors ax the General Assembly may nnact 
1. He shall have been a citlzeuol the United 
States at least one month. 


2. He shall bave resided in the State one year 


(or, having pieviously been a qualified elector or 
native born oltlren of the State, he suall have 
removed 
therelrom and returned, then six 
niontbo,) Immediately preceding the election. 
3. He shall have reHlded In the election dis- 
trict where he shall otter to vote at Last, two 
months immediately preceding the election.

11 twenty-two years ol ago and upwards, 


he shall have nald wtihlu two years a State or 
county tux, which shall have been assessed at 
least two months and paid at leant oue month 
betore the election. 
Amendment Two to Article Eight, Section Seven 
Strike out from said section the words"but no 


elector shall be deprived of the privilege of vot- 
ing by reason ot bis name not being registered," 
and add to said section the following words, "but 
laws regulating aud requiring the registration of 
electors ma} be enacted to apply to cities only, 
provided that such laws be uniform lor cities ot 
the same class," so that the bald sect on shall 
read us follows 


Section 7 Uniformity of Election Laws —All 


laws regulating the holding ot elections bv tbe 
citlrensor for the registration ol electors suall be 
uniform throughout the State, but laws regulat- 
ing and requiring the regl-tratlou of electors 
may be enacted to apply to cities only, provided 
that such laws be uniform lor cities of the name 
class.
